Orthodox faith led by 
former Madison pastor 


‘The fifth all-American council 
of the Orthodox Church ‘in 
America, meeting in Montreal; 
has elected Bishop Theodosius 
of Pittsburgh, a former 
Madisonian, as the new primate 
of the church to replage the 
retiring Metropolitan 4reney. 

Metropolitan Theodosius is 
the, 15th ruling hierarch on the 
North American continent and 
the second since the Orthodox 
Chirch in America was granted 
autocephaly, or full in- 
dependence, by the Russian 
Orthodox Church. He is also the 
first ruling hierarch of the 
Orthodox Church in'America to 
be American-born. 

The Montreal meeting eon- 
cluded during the weekend. 

He was appointed -rector of 
the Nativity of the Virgin Mary 
Church, 416 Ewing Ave., 
Madison, when he was ordained 
a priest on Oct. 22, 1961. 

He served the church in 
Madison for most of the 1960s, 
during which time the new 
church structure was built, 

Father Vladimir Lecko was 
assigned to the Madison church 
and Metropolitan Theodosius 
was summoned to New York to 
work in the chancery, where he 
was appointed chaplain to 
Metropolitan Ireney and later 
as secretary and assistant to the 
chancellor. 

Metropolitan Theodosius is 
44 . 

He was born Theodore Lazar 

in Canonsburg, Pa.,

Father Theodosius was con- 
secrated a bishop in-May 1967. 

After his Madisoh service, ne 
was assigned to Alaska, wher 
he served until 1972. - 

In 1970, Bishop Theodosius 
represented the American 
church at the funeral of 
Patriarch Alexis of Moscow, 
and later returned to receive 
the Tomos of Autocephaly, or 
the official grant of full in- 
dependence to the Orthodox 
Church in America. 

The election of the new 
primate was held at Montreal's 
Ss, Peter and Paul Cathedral on 
the opening day of the fifth 
council 

‘After two rounds of ballots by 
the delegates — 241 priests, 209 
laymen and 13 bishops — the 
names of: Bishop Theodosius 
and Bishop Dmitri of Hartford 
and New Enbland were sub- 
mitted to the synod of bishops. 
Phey retired to the altar, to 
make ,the final selection. Both 
bishops are American-born. 

As soon as: the bishops 
emerged and announced the 
decision, Bishop Theodosius 
was installed’ as metropolitan, 
dressed in the blue robe and 
white cowl of his rank. The 
packed cathedral sang: 
“Today, the Grace:of the Holy 
Spirit has assembled us." 

In his first statement to the 
council as metropolitan, 
Theodosius called on Orthodox 
Christians to affirm the truth of 
Christ at) a time many 
Christians ‘are temptéd into 
seeking compromise and ac- 
commodation with the spirit of 
this world.* 

He also urged Orthodox 
Christians in America to strive 
for full unity at home and to 
help brothers deprived of 
human rights abroad. 

“We would betray our name

and our faith if we were to 
forget them and not extend to 
them our help, our support, our 
constant prayers,” he said. 

On March 10, 1961, he 
received monastic tonsure and 
was given the name Theodosius. 

On March 31, 1967 he was 
elected to be bishop of 
Washington, D.C. and vicar to 
Metropolitan Ireney. He was 
consecrated on May 6, 1967, and 
on June 1, 1967, was appointed 
to administer the Diocese of 
Sitka and Alaska, where he 
served as ruling bishop until 
1972. 

A church spokesman said, 
“His administration saw an 
opening of new paths and a 
flowering of church life for the 
whole diocese after more than a 
half century of general oblivion 
and dormancy. 

“Soon after he arrived in 
Alaska, Bishop Theodosius 
undertook to visit all parts of his 
diocese, including the most 
minute and remote com- 
munities in the Aleutian Islands 
and along the Yukon, Kuskok- 
win and Nushagak Rivers in the 
southwestern part of the state. 

“His visits served to boost the 
morale of communities op- 
pressed by pressure from other 
religious groups. and from 
economic exploiters,” 

Bishop Theodosius made 
many of his travels in small 
planes and home-made boats. 

In 1968, in his second year in 
Alaska, he summoned the first 
diocesan assembly in the state. 

Under his administration, the 
number of priests in the state 
was increased from 12 to 22, 
including several village church 
leaders who studied for the 
priesthood at the cathedral in 

Sitka 

Bishop Theodosius 
reestablished a. parish in 
Anchorage and was in- 
strumental in .the recon- 
struction of St. Michael's 
Cathedral, the historic Sitka 
church destroyed by fire in 1966 
and reopened last year. 

Metropolitan Ireney, who 
asked to retire earlier this year 
at age 85 after 12 years as ruling 
hierarch, said, “I feel that my 
strength is abandoning me and 
that my day is far spent and is 
toward evening.” 

Metropolitan Ireney served 
the church for 61 years as priest

‘The 5th all-American council 
received official notification 
that Inno¢ent, a pioneering 
priest and the first ruling bishop 
of Alaska, in the early 19th 
century, had been canonized a 
saint by the Russian Orthodox 
Church on Oct. 6, 197. 

St. Innocent, who later 
became metropolitan of 
Moscow, is commemorated as 
“enlightener of the Aleutian

‘The major theme of the fifth 
council was “Stewardship” — 
to find ways and means to 
“establish on all levels of the 
life of the church the concept 
that everything an Orthodox 
Christian has is the Lord’s, that 
all things are to be employed as 
the Lord commands,” 

Working in sections, the 
council discussed how members 
of the church can be mobilized 
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to use a generous proportion of 
their time, talent and money for 
the work of the church on the 
national, diocesan and 
parochial levels. 

‘The fifth all-American council 
was-the first at which women 
participated as observers, anda 
major topic of discussion on 
stewardship was the role of 
women in the church,

“You can have children chant 
out number facts like seven plus 
six equals 13 till they're blue in 
the face. Then they'll fall apart 
adding “when chips or coins, 
rather than words, are the 
stimulus. And all the chanting 
‘of seven plus six isn’t going to 
help if the child is asked about 
seven plus seven. 

“Perhaps more importantly, 
we leave children with the 
impression that they can’t in- 
vent solutions to problems when 
that’s precisely what they have 
been doing throughout their 
infant years,” he said 

O’Brien believes that what is 
basic is children’s thinking, and 
that this is an issue that has not 
been attended to. The books 
were designed to bring about 
thinking abilities in children, 
both in home and school 
situations.

When an otherwise sound 
surface. begins to ravel, 
Welborn ‘said, a light ap- 
plication of water-diluted 
asphalt emulsion called fog seal 
fills the voids between the stone

A suggestion that Granite 
City employ a full-time pur- 
chasing agent to coordinate 
bidding procedures and pur- 
chase of supplies and equip- 
ment was considered by the 
City Council in a regular 
meeting Tuesday night. 

No action was taken on the 
proposal but Mayor Paul 
Schuler said he believed the 
idea, which was suggested by 
Third Ward Alderman Roy 
Poulos, “is a good one and 
should be pursued.” 

The mayor said he believes 
the council should give further 
consideration to the proposal 
with a view toward providing 
for such an office in the 1978-79 
city budget. 

Poulos proposed the plan 
after the council authorized the 
purchase of 75 gallons of white 
paint for street striping at the 
request of Streét Superin- 
tendent Lionel Portell and the 
Street and Alley Committee. 

Clyde Boyd, chairman of the 
committee, said that the paint is 
needed to stripe school 
crossings and crosswalks and 
that the work is urgent. He said 
a call for bids would take too 
much time. 

‘The purchase was approved 
after Portel! told the aldermen 
that the paint which will be 
bought meets specifications of 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation 

He said the paint is needed 
immediately so that street

City ok's $1.2 million 
in development projects 


Cost of building the déwntown 
overpass was estimated at $6 
million Tuesday night .as City 
Council members. approved a 
resolution providing that 
$550,000 of. - ‘Community 
Development grant funds 
sought by the city be applied to 
the overpass project, 

It was the first official 
estimate of the cost to build the 
overpass, with cost figures 
previously estimated at from $3 
million to $5 million. The 
overpass is now in the design 
stage following approval of a 
preliminary plan report by the 
Department of Transportation. 


The resolution approved the’ 


$550,000 for the overpass, wkile 
a second resolution authorized 
the use of $650,000 in grant funds 
for ‘neighborhood im- 
peerenea in an area 

designated as “Old Nameoki 
Town.” 

That project will involve 
Community Development funds 
for drainage improvements and 
street improvements in North 
Granite City and in. the 
Briarcliff and Melrose sub- 


divisions off of West Pontoon * 


Road and from Nameoki Road 


“to Wabash Avenue. 


The $650,000 authorization 


also includes funds for purcnase, 
of a fire engine for the West 
Granite Area. Another $60,000 is 
provided for housing 
rehabilitation. 

Monroe Brewer, city 
engineer, said the Community 
Development funds will be 
sofight in an application filed 
with the Madison County 


“Community Development  of- 


fice. The federal government 
has authorized a total allotment 
of $12.3 million for Madison 
County. 

That will be divided among 
townships and. municipalities to 
finance projects listed by the 


separate agencies. The total 
sought for Granite City amounts 
to $1,260,000. 

The resolutions which con- 
stitute forms required by the 
government were approved 
unanimously. 

The funds for which ap- 
plications are now being filed 
will cover a three-year period. 

Brewer said that the money 
will be made available for 
authorized projects in allot- 
ments that will be established 
by the county on the basis of the 
amount of money made 
available by the government 
each year. 

“We don’t know when we will 
get the money, It will be divided 
over three years and can be of 
different amounts each year,” 
Brewer said.

Challenge suit to » 
block appointment

A motion filed yesterday in 
United States District Court, 
Southern District of Illinois, 
requests the court to dismiss a 
lawsuit which is attempting to 
block Madison — County 
assuming control of the Metro- 
East Sanitary District Board of 
‘Trustees. 

Robert Eastern of St. Clair 
County, the only East St, Louis 
member of the sanitary district 
board, filed a suit in Circuit 
Court, challenging a law which 
gives the county having the 
highest assessed valuation in 
the district majority control of 
the board. 

Recent assessment totals 
show Madison ‘County has a 
higher assessment for the first 
time since the district and its 
predecessor, the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District, 
were created. 

St. Clair County always has 
had three members on the five- 
member board and the suit 
seeks to keep the control in St. 
Clair County by challenging the 
constitutionality of the law 
giving three board seats to the 
county with the higher assessed 
valuation. 

The case was transferred by 
levee district attorneys to 
federal district court, where 


they felt a more impartial 
hearing could be heard. 

Yesterday's motion was filed 
by David H. Adamson III of 
Granite City, special attorney 
for the sanitary district and for 
Nelson Hagnauer, chairman of 
the Madison County Board and 
Vie Canty, chairman of the St. 
Clair County Board, who are 
named respondents in the suit, 

He states Eastern “lacks 
standing’’ to sue because, “The 
plaintiff has accepted the 
benefits of office under said 
organization; has voted pur- 
suant to the provisions of said 
statute; has accepted com- 
pensation for his time under the 
statutory enactment; all of 
which he now-alleges are, and 
which’ if his allegations are 
correct, were unconsititional.” 

The motion notes that 
Eastern’s suit asserts that the 
rights of black St. Clait County 
residents will be prejudiced by 
a change in the board, but notes 
it fails to show any law or or- 
dinance which would prevent 
Hagnauer from appointing an 
East St. Louis black, so the 
argument is without any legal 
standing, 

Adamson’s motion also 
contends that Eastern “is nof 
entitled to any equitable relief,” 
since he has served on the board 
under ‘the law and “is asking

Laclede Steel Co. x 

As there has been a great deal 
published in recent weeks about 
the plight of the domestic steel 
industry; I thought I should give 
a brief-review of the present 
steel industry ‘situation, and 
how it affects Laclede. 

‘The problems now facing the 
industry did not develop 
overnight. My comments on the 
subject, therefore, will include 
events ‘that have taken place 
during the last 1 years. 

T recognize that this review of 
the past may sound critical’ of 
individuals in our government. 
It is not meant to be. 

Those: in government ¢on- 
tinually have pressing problems 
which demand solutions that 
proyide immediate relief. 
Often, the short-term 
“solutions’’ selected make 
excellent political sense, but 
unfortunately they do not 
always make good business 


sense, 

It is my opinion that the 
difficult ‘situation in the 
domestic steel industry today 
stems from 15 years of -short- 
term political “solutions.” 

Four areas in which govern- 
ment involvement has been 
especially damaging are: 

1. The imposition; of formad 
and informal steel price con- 
trols. 

2. The failure of our govern- 
ment to adequately enforce this 
country’s trade laws in such a 
way as to protect our markets 
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from unfair trade practices of 
other nations. 

3.The imposition of excessive 
corporate taxes caused by 
inadequate depreciation 
allowances, and 

4. The imposition of en- 
vironmental regulations that 
have required massive capital 
expenditures without providing 
adequate provisions for capital 
recovery either through tax 
relief or by other means. 

The 15-year comulative effect 
of the first two items has been to 
deprive the industry of the 
earnings it needs toemaintain 
modern equipment at all plants. 

The effect of the last two 
items listed above has been. to 
drain off much needed capital 
and use it for taxes and non 
productive equipment. 

As a result, the larger 
multiplant companies have 
tended to concentrate the 
capital that has been available 
to them in those plants that will 
give the greatest return on the 
investment. This has made the 
older, poorer plants  in- 
creasingly marginal. 

Then when a worldwide 
recession developed late in 1974 
and continued into 1975, an 
international steel -surplus 
developed. 

The Japanese and. European 
steel industries have continued 
to produce more steel than is 
needed in their countries and 
are shipping much of the excess 
to this country. 

In order to sell the steel in our 
market, they hgwe?fowered the 


School finance issue

Property tax proposals 
discussed previously by ‘the 
Federation, addressing ad- 
ministrative changes, are in- 
consequential when compared 
to proposals for changes which 
affect revenue. 

Recent property tax relief 
proposals have been directed at 
home owners. 

They include increasing the 
homestead exemption for senior. 
citizens and providing rent 
credits for. renters. 

HB 2195, signed into law by 
Governor James Thompson, 
allows home improvements of 
up to $7,500 without increasing 
one’s assessed valuation. 


House subcommittee 
hearings on the corporate 
personal - property tax 
replacement have shown that a 
whole package of personal 
property tax replacement may 
be too much to handle. 

Still, some of the special taxes 
warrant further attention, with 
an eye toward adjustment and 
abolishment. The prime. can- 
didate for abolishment is the 
capital stock tax. Illinois is the 
only state which still collects it. 

Some individuals have cited 
the “farm law,” which makes 
productivity a part assessment 
Process, as an example of 
property tax reform. 

John Castle, difector of the 
Llinois Department of Local 
Government Affairs, said 
recently ‘the farm productivity 
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price below whaf they charge in 
their own countries, and they 
often sell itat below their costs. 

As the foreign governments 
would rather have their mills 
operate at a loss then shut down 
and cause serious unem- 
ployment, they financially 
suppor their steel industries. 
Naturally, the large amounts of 
this imported steel‘ lower the 
amount of steel that can be 
produced in this country as well 
as the price of steel in this 
market. 

‘The separate plants in this 
country that have not been 
modernized because of the 
shortage of retained earnings 
can no longer operate profitably 
at low rates of production and 
unreasonably low selling prices. 
The situation has deteriorated * 
to the point that many of these 
older plants are now being 
closed permanently. 

Fortunately, the attitude in 
Washington about the steel 
industry appears to be changing 
from what it has been for 15 
years. 

For the first time that I know 
of there is a steel caucus in 
Washington of congressmen 
andsenators who are anxious to 
help the domestic steel industry 
get back on its feet. 

‘There are now more people in 
the press and in public .office 
who understand steel problems 
thanat any time in my memory. 

The present administration 
has also recognized the 
problem,- and the Treasury 
Department recently took 


action on its own for, the first 
time to determine if steel was 
being dumped in this country. 

In short, therefore, the steel 
industry needs three things 
from Washington: They are: 

1. Relief from ‘imported steel 
that is being sold at illegal low 
prices as well as from the high 
volume of imported. steel, 

2. Relief from the present 
excessive corporate income 
tax, and 

3. Relief from government 
interference in the legitimate 

icing of steel products. 
Pithe next question is: What 
are the chances that the steel 
industry will get any help from 
Washington? It is my opinion 
that: 

1. The administration will 
provide the industry some relief 
from illegally priced foreign 
steel, This in itself will probably 
slow steel imports, arid there is 
also a possibility that quotas 
will be imposed to limit carbon 
steel imports. 

2. Congress will grant some 
form of corporate tax relief 
within 4 year in an effort to 
encourage capital spending ‘in 
the private sector. 

3. The administration will be 
less inclined to “‘roll back’ steel 
price increases, as a con 
tinuation of past policies. will 
force additional plant closings. 

During the past 15 years, 
Laclede Steel has made several 
im nt steps. 

Ks we have only one stcel 
producing plant, we have spent 
practically all available funds 


closely linked to ‘tax 


law is not reform, but relief.” 

Such examples are attempts 
at relief because they are 
temporary in nature. The 
figures used are arbitrary and 
will require future adjustments. 

School finance will be the 
long-term issue. The Chicago 
school system will.need more 
money next year.

“full funding,” their dollar 
share is not increasing. 

School finance is intertwined 
with property tax reform 
proposals. Legislators James 
Edgar of Charleston and Vivian 
Hickey of Rockford are seeking 
additional interest in their 
respective proposals for the 
institution of local income taxes 


for schools. 

Both represent communities 
where property tax. referen- 
dums for schools have 
repeatedly failed.

Steel technology advances despite import flood 


(National Steel Corporation) 

Citing unauthorized coal and 
ore mine work stoppages and 
increased foreign steel imports, 
we are reporting lower ear- 
nings, production and ship- 
ments for the third quarter of 
1977. 

Earnings for the third quarter 
were $13,603,625, or 71 cents per 
share, | compared with 
$29,380,880, or $1.55 per share 
for the similar 1976 period. 

For the first nine months of 
1977, - earnings 
$43,658,628, or $2.27 per share, 
compared with $70,601,808, or 
$3.74 per share in 1976. 

Illegal work stoppages at the 
company’s coal and iron ore 
mines accounted for the great 
bulk of the drop in earnings, 

A contributing factor, leading 
to lesser shipments, was the 
sharp increase in’ imported 
steel, particularly in sheet 
products. 


Chairman George Stinson 
said, “It is very regrettable that 
violation of labor agreements 
by workers in our mines, 
coupled with open disregard for 
existing trade laws by foreign 
steelmakers, should occur at a 


time when we could have 
benefited from good demand for 
our flat-rolled products.” 

Unauthorized work stoppages 
at. many of National’s coal 
mines. in Kentucky and West 
Virginia, and at its largest 
pellet plant in Minnesota, idled 
these facilities for about eight 
weeks in the third quarter and 
further depressed earnings. 

Coal. production resumed 
Sept. 2, but the stoppage con- 
tinues at the pellet plant in 
Mitinesota. Current supplies of 
coal and ore are sufficient to 
meet production requirements 
for the balance of this year. 

“Imports of foreign steel 
reached new highs for the year 
in the third, quarter, ap- 
proaching’ 20 ‘percent of 
domestic supply,” Stinson said. 

“In August, for example, 
imy of cold-rolled sheets 
increased 81 percent, and 
galvanized sheets 43 percent 
over August 1976. 

“Since the flood of imports 
shows no-sign of abating, 
National Steel-has filed a suit 
against certain European steel 
producers, charging them with 
‘dumping’ cold-rolled and 


galvanized steel here. 

“Recent expressions of | 
concern by our government 
about steel imports. provide a 
measure of hope, but have not 
yet led to meaningful results.”” 

“Intensive efforts are under 
way at all National Steel plants 
to reduce costs,” Stinson said. 

“Production cutbacks have 
been initiated wherever 
necessary to reduce inventory 
to demand levels. 

“This has resulted in layoffs 
for approximately 1,200 em- 
ployees, primarily at our steel 
divisions, and we are continuing 
to assess the situation.” 

Third quarter, 1977, sales 
were $04,933,169, or 6.7 percent 
higher than for the comparable 
1976 quarter. Nine-month sales 
were 8.4 percent ahead of 1976. 

Primary stéel production in 
the third 1977 quarter was 
2,352,900 tons, 15.7 percent 
below 1976's third quarter. 
Shipments totaled 1,869,900 
tons,down about 7.7 percent. 

For the first three 1977 
quarters, primary - steel 
production was down 10.9 
percent, and shipments were 4.7 
per cent less than for nine 


months of 1976. 

Within the next few weeks, 
National will start up its new 
continuous caster at the Great 
Lakes Steel Divison. 

Designed to cast the world’s 
widest steel slabs, 104 inches 
wide and 12 inches thick, it-will 
result in important benefits in 
efficiency, productivity and 
quality and in energy reduction.

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Broader educational opportunities 
planned for handicapped children

We give below a Summary of 
the Education for All Han- 
dicapped Children Act, P.L. 94 
142,'a federal law. 

The summary was prepared 
by the Children’s Defense Fund 
(1976), an agency which, as its 
name implies, seeks to protect 
and enlarge the rights and 
opportunities of children, 

On Nov. 29, 1975, the 
Education for All Handicapped 
Children Act: (Public Law 94- 
142) was signed into law. This 
law builds upon, expands and 
will eventually replace the 
Education of the Handicapped 
Act, including Part B which 
provides assistance to states, as 
amended -by the Education 
Amendments of 1974 (Public 
Law 93-380)., 

P.L. 94-142 became fully ef- 
fective on Oct. 1, 1977 (fiscal 
year 1978). 

Both laws are extremely 
important for children who are 
handicapped, or misclassified 
as handicapped by their school 
districts, and for parents of 
these. children because the 
laws— 

1. Require states to provide 
special education and related 
services to children with special 
needs, 

2. Provide financial 
assistance to states and local 
school districts to develop 

appropriate programs and 
services and 

3: Establish and protect 
substantive and procedural 
rights for children and their 
children. 

To be eligible for money 
under EHA-B, a state must 
develop policies and procedures 
ina “‘state plan” to insure that 
the requirements of the law are 
carried’ out in évery school 
district in the state (whether or 
not that ‘school district actually 
receives EHA-B money). 

State plans must be available 
to the publi¢ for comment and 
then submitted for approval to 
the federal Bureau of Education 
for the Handicapped (BEH) in 
the U.S. Office of Education. 

The state plan must 
demonstrate that the state has 
established and will enforce the 
following: 

1, Full Services Goal — a goal 
of providing all, handicapped 
children with “full educational 
opportunities”; at least 50 per 
cent of the EHA-B funds must 
be given to children who are 
receiving no. education at all 
(ie., are not in school) and 
children - who are severly 
handicapped. 

The plan .must provide a 
timetable, showing how ser- 
vices, personnel, equipment 
and other resources. will be 
developed and assigned in order 
to réach ‘full services.”” 

2. Due Process Safeguards — 
policies. and procedures 

. describing due — process 
safeguards which parents- 
children ‘can use to challenge 
decisions ‘of state and loca) 
officials about how a child has 
been - identified, evaluated or 
placed: in. a special education 
program: 

These’ safeguards -must in- 
clude: 

a) Prior notice before a child 
is evalliated or. placed, in -a 
special iprogram. : 

bs Access to relevant school 
records. 

c; Anopportunity to obtain an 
independent evaluation of the 
child’s special needs. 

d. An impartial due process 
hearing to. challenge any of the 
decisions described above. 


district can show that the use of 
a regular educational en- 
vironment accompanied by 
supplementary aids and ser- 
vices is not adequate to give the 
child what he-she needs. 

4. Non-discriminatory Testing 
and Evaluation — procedures 
showing that tests and other 
materials or methods used to 
evaluate a child’s special needs 
are neither racially nor 
culturally discriminatory. 

The procedurés“should also 
assure that whatever materials 
or methods are used, they are 
not administered to a child in a 
discriminatory manner. 

5. Confidentiality of Infor- 
mation about Handicapped 
Children procedures to 
guarantee that information 
gathered about a child in the 
process of identifying and 
evaluating children who may 
have special educational needs, 
is kept confidential. 

State procedures must con- 
form to regulations, issued in 
the February 27, 1976, Federal 
Register by the Commissioner 
of Education. 

These include requirements 
that parents must be given the 
opportunity to see relevant 
school 
hearing is held on a matter of 
identification, evaluation or 
placement of a special needs 
child. 

These regulations also apply 
to the requirements of con- 
fidentiality of information 
under the Education for All 
Handicapped Children Act. 

1. Full Service Goal — "free 
appropriate public education” 
must be available to all han- 
dicapped children ages 3-18 by 
Sept. 1, 1978, and to all han- 
dicapped children 3-21 by Sept. 
1, 1980, unless, with regard to 3- 
5-year-olds and 18-21-year-olds, 
“inconsistent” with state law. 

States must place a priority in 
the use of their funds under this 
Act on two groups of children: 

() Handicapped children 
who ‘are not receiving an 
education and 

(2) Haggicapped children 
with the severe handicaps, 
within each disability, who are 
receiving an inadequate 
education. 

2, Due Process Safeguards — 
As of Oct. 1, 1977, the policies 
and procedures describing due 
process safeguards available to 
parents and children in any 
matter concerning a child’s 
identification, evaluation or 
placement in’ an educational 
program must include: 

a. Prior notice to parents of 
any change in their child's 
program and written ex- 
planation in their primary 
language, of the procedures to 
be followed in effecting that 
change. 

b. Access to relevant school 
records 

¢. An opportunity to obtain an 
independent evaluation of the 
child’s special ngeds. 

d. Qpportunity for an 
partial due process hearing 
which must be conducted by the 
SEA ‘or local..or intermediate 
school district, but in no case by. 
an employee “involved in the 
education or ‘care of the child. 

In any hearing, parents have 
the right to be accompanied by 


a lawyer opany individual with © 


\ ‘ 
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records before any- 


special knowledge of the 
problems of special needs 
children, ‘the right to present 
evidence, to confront, compel 
and cross-examine’ witnesses, 
and to obtain a transcript of the 
hearing and a written decision 
by the hearing officer. 

Parents have the right to 
appeal the hearing decision ot 
the SEA and, if they are still 
dissatisfied, the SEA ruling in 
federal or state court. 

e. The right of a child to 
remain in his-her ‘current 
placement (or, if trying to gain 
initial admission to school, in 
the regular school program) 
until the due process 
proceedings are completed. 

i, The designation of a 
“surrogate parent” to’ use the 
procedures outlined above on 
behalf of children who are 
wards of the state or whose 
parents or guardians are 
unknown or unavailable, 

3. Least Restrictive Alter- 
native — handicapped children 
including children in public and 
private institutions, must be 
educated as much as possible 
with children who are not 
handicapped. 

4. Non-discriminatory Testing 
and Evaluation — the tests and 
procedures used to evaluate a 
child’s special needs must be 
racially and culturally non- 
discriminatory in both the way 
they are ‘selected and the way 
they are administered; must be 
in the primary language or 
mode of communication of the 
child; and no one test or 
procedure céin be used as the 
sole determinant of a child's 
educational program. 

5. Individualized Educational 
Plans — written individualized 
educational plans for each child 
evaluated as handicapped must 
be developed and annually 
reviewed by a child's parents, 
teacher and a designee of the 
school district. 

The plan must include 
statements of the child’s 
present levels of educational 
performance, short- and long- 
term goals for the child’s 
performance, the specific 
criteria to measure the child's 
progress. 

Each school district must 
maintain the records of the 
individualized education plan 
for each child. 

6. Personnel Development — 
comprehensive system to 
develop and train both general 
and special education teachers 
and administrative personnel to 
carry out requirements of this 
law must be developed by the 
state, and each local school 
district must show how it will 
use and put into effect the 
system of personnel develop- 
ment. 

7. Participation of Children in 
Private Schools — free special 
education and related services 
must be provided for han- 
dicapped children in private 
elementary and secondary 
schools if the children are 
placed or referred to private 
schools by the SEA or local 
school districts to fulfill the 
requirements of this law; 

The SEA must assure that 


private schools which. provide - 


programs for handicapped 
children meet ‘the standards 
which apply to state and: local

public schools, and that han- 
dicapped children served by 
private schools are accorded all 
the same rights they would have 
if served in public schools. 

Before taking up provision: >f 
the law we should warn that th ~ 
federal law is very comple 
containing many provision 
concerning, for  examph 
priorities, time schedules 
funding levels, diagn stic anc 
testing practices, advugacy for 
children, parental role, ete. 

This law, related to and 
superseding a previous federal 
law, goes into effect iri‘October 
1977. 


In, late 1976 the federal 
regulations, spelling out in 
detail the criteria by which the 
law will be administered, were 
published. 

‘Those regulations determine 
the confines and substance of 
required state plans and 
regulations required of local 
districts, 

Congress passes a law, the 
executive interprets and’ ad- 
ministers it, and so on down the 
line. 

‘At every step of the way, one 
is dealing with interpretations 
of interpretations. At this tiine 
it is impossible, obviously, to 
evaluate the law's  con- 
sequences. 

In digesting these discussions 
we could come to only three 
really firm conclusions. 

First, there was unanimity 
that the 
massive conséquences _ for, 
public education, although 
there was no, unanimity on what. 
these consequences would ‘be. 

Second, “implementation _ of 
the law will require an equally 
massive increase in time, 
energy and paperwork for. 
everyone. 

Third, despite ‘the funding 
provisions in the law, thé long- 
range effect will be to require 
local school districts to increase 
their school: budgets.

Moving day for house plants 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 
Area Horticulture Adviser 
House plants can be moved 
| safely, but it takes work and 
advanced planning. Most 
professional movers will not 
move plants because of ex- 
tremes in temperature inside 
the van and the fragile nature of 
the plants. 
Here is a time schedule that 
may fil your situation 
‘Three weeks, (1). Ask your 
household’ mover for special 
packing materials to move your 
own plants, Most van lines will 
be glad to help you pack them, 
Some agents have illustrated 
brochures with tips and 


suggestions on how to best move 
a plant. 

(2) Call the Department of 
Agriculture to check on 
regulations for moving plants 
into your new state. 

(3) Repot your plants into 
unbreakable plastic pots. 

Two weeks. Plants should be 
pruned, if necessary, to avoid 
excessive breakage and 
facilitate packing and moving. 
Even large plants can be cut 
back quite a lot without ruining 
their shape. 

One week. Fumigate your 
plants to eliminate common 
plant pests, Place your plants in 
‘a black plastic utility bag for 
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about six hours with a bug-pest 
strip. Be sure to put the bag ing 
cool, shady area’ to avoid 
overheating inside the bag. 
Moving day. Plants should be 
packed the night before and 
clearly labeled. Lay plants 
down in copventional packing 


boxes. Use Moist newspaper for - 


packing material. Make sure 
the pots are packed tight. Water 
the plants the day before you 
move, if it’s warm weather, but 
keep them on the dry side in 
cold weatlier. As a final event, 
punch air holes in the sides of 
the box. 

On the road. Put the plant 
boxes on top to avoid crushing. 
Don't put thertf in the trunk. Be 
careful where you park your car 
to take advantage of shade in 
the summer and sunshine in the 
winter. When you arrive, un- 
pack your plants immediately. 
Remove them from the boxes 
and position them in a bright, 
but not full sunshine, location. 

If you cannot move them all, 
use some as gifts and offer the 
rest’ in local yard sales. How 
about taking cuttings before you 
go? Wrap the cuttings in damp 
paper towels and pack in a 
plastic bag. More than JikBly 
they will survive several! days 
travel and still root when you 
arrive.

Seek greater mass transit 
usage by workers, students 


In the near future, the people 
of this metropolitan region, 
along with “transportation 
experts,” will select a mass 
transit system to serve the area 
‘for the next 20 years. 

The ‘East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council will soon 
contiuct a Series of workshops to 
channel citizens’ suggestions 
and comments into planning for 
the new system. 

This is the first in a series of 
Gateway articles. to inform 
citizens of the background of the 
mass transit program in this 
region and to help them make 
an informed decision.

The energy, crunch, en- 
vironmental concerns, and 
previous wasteful habits have 
combined to emphasize the 
growing need for mass transit 

Be it real or imagined, 
energy issue has become more 
significant with each passing 
year. 

Consequences of squandering 


energy in the past are figuring, 


into energy costs and new 

echnologies, and may  even- 
toally mandate a new life style 
for Americans. 

U.S. residents are notorious in 
the world market as the largest 
users and the greatest wasters 
of energy. 

Our preoccupation with the 
single-passenger car illustrates 
our seeming lack’ of concern for 
the efficient use of energy. 

Transportation accounts for 
29 per cent of the energy used 
nationally, and America’s 100 
million registered autos con- 
sume 70 billion gallons of 
gasoline each year. 

St. Louisans burn two to three 
million gallons of gasoline per 
day, according to a Gateway 
study of transportation in the 
area. 

Analysis shows __ that, 
nationwide, if one gallon is 
saved each week for every auto, 
a yearly saving of 5.2 billion

gallons of gasoline would result. 

Further, if the average load 
per commuter car were in- 
creased by he. person,., we 
would realizea saving of 700,000 
gallons of oil per day." ~ 

With costs of all goods and 
services steadily rising; we are 
well aware of the increasing 
demands on our incomes. But it 
appears that many of us still 
have only a vague notion of how 
much it actually costs to"own 
and operate a car. 

The U.S. Department. of 
Transportation in 1976 found 
that for residents of Baltimore, 
M4d., a standard-size American- 
made car that costs $5,000 to 
purchase will cost its owner 
nearly $18,000 over a ten-year 
period. 

The annual inflation factor 
drives the operating cost for 
cars even higher. | 

To establish transit as a 
viable alternative to driving an 
auto — and to show the need for 
transit system improvements 
which will make transit more 
accessible and attractive in the 
St. Louis region — East-West 
Gateway conducted surveys in 
1976 on transportation needs. 
The humber of trips, the mode 
of transportation used, and the 
destination of the trip were 
studied 

The surveys revealed that the 
greatest need for mobility is for 
people to commute to work. 

Of approximately 5,000,000 
trips each weekday, 32 per cent 
of those trips were work- 
related; 13 per cent were 
school-related. 

The surveys also revealed 
that transit, as now known, is 
not feasible for all trips, but that 
it is a viable alternative for 
work and school-related trips. 

Thdse two trip “purposes 
combined represent almogt half 
of all weekday travel. 

The surveys were part ofthe 
St.< Louis Mass . Transit 
Program, undertaken by East-

West Gateway to help estimate 
the total regional’ travel: 
market. i 

They confirmed Gateway's- 
conclusion that’ improvements 
beyond adding more buses to‘ 
the transit system were 
warrented, and that alternative’ 
means of public transportation: 
should be explored and 
carefully explained and 
discussed with the public. 

The St. Louis Mass Transit 
Program had its. beginning in 
1971 when an 86-mile rapid rail 
system, estimated to cost $2- 
billion, was proposed for the 
region 

After holding public hearings 
on the proposed project, 
Gateway determined that the 
proposed rapid rail system was 
too expensive, was over- 
designed and jacked public 


* support. 


That was the final conclusion 
in 1974 which resulted in 
dropping the plan for a regional 
rapid transit system 

Yet, the need for better and: 
more efficient transportation 
grows as energy costs, air, 
pollution and traffic congestion, 
increase. 

After investigating a wide 
range of transit alternatives — 
including high-speed rapid rail 
systems, commuter rail ser. 
vices, street cars (or light rail 
systems), as well as various bus 
alternatives — the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
is preparing to submit three. of 
the systems, determined to be™ 
the most feasible for the region, 
for public consideration.

November may mean 
Thanksgiving-to most, but tc 
thousands of public-spirited 
citizens and to more than 1,900 
local Associations for Retarded 


Citizens, it also means Mental 


Retardation Month, according 
to Caldona Shands, Mitchell, 
president of the Tri-City Area 
for Retarded. 

This year’s theme for ob- 
servance of the month will be 
“Together We Can Do More,” 
she said. 

Mrs. Shands also said that 
this year Mental Retardation 
Month has a special meaning as 
the National Association for 
Retarded (NARC) embarks on 
a new campaign that should 
have wide, and lasting 
significance, a search for cures 
for mental retardation. 

In announcing the new 
campaign, she- added, the 
NARC president, Dr. Frank J 
Menolascino, comriented, “We 
have made great gains in 
helping retarded persons but 
now we must rank the crusade 
for cures for mental retardation 
as the most momentous 
decision the association has 
made since its inception in 
1950."" 

November generally is the 
month designated as a focal 
point’ for all the local and 
national activities in mental 
retardation during the year, she 
noted. 

“It is the period when radio- 
TV networks concentrate their 
public service time on mental 
retarda\ion messages, when the 
local units launch their most 
important special promotions, 
newspaper coverage, displays 
and other specific fund-raising 
activities,” Mrs, Shands said. 

The association's 28th an- 
nual convention opened Wed- 
nesday in New Orleans, La., 
and will continue through 
Saturday Members will 
nominate a new president, elect 


new officers and set new 
policies. 

Mrs, Shands and Mrs. Ber. 
nice Meyers, also of Mitchell, 
are attending the convention. 

Since its inception, NARC has 
been a ‘‘grass_ roots” 
organization emphasizing 
services and advocacy -at the 
local level,”” Mrs. Shands said. 
The association has, through 
the years, achieved national 
and international recognition 
not only as a potent advocate for 
mentally retarded persons but 
also as the source of 
authoritative and highly 
competent expertise in the field 
of mental retardation, she 
noted.

Rules for using non-Bell 


phones; seek rate chang 


Illinois Bell on Tuesday 
outlined regulations laid down 
by the Federal Communications 
Commission which allow 
customers to directly connect 
their own phone equipment to 
the telephone network. Bell also 
spelled out tariff revisions the 
gompany is requesting to ac- 
commodate this new program. 

Hugh A ‘‘Hal’’ Latimer, 
company vice president and 
treasurer, explained over 
closed-circuit television here 
that under an FCC program — 
commonly called 
“registration” — which went 
into effect Oct. 17, customers 
who choose to supply their own 
single-line telephone equipment 
and connect it directly to 
telephone company lines must: 

—Use equipment that has 
been registered by the supplier 
as meeting FCC technical 
standards; or 

—Use ‘‘grandfathered’’ 
equipment, _ non-registered 
equipment which the FCC says 
qualifies for direct connection 
without need of a telephone 

, company protective connecting 
arrangement (a safeguard 
| device) ; 

—Supply Illinois Bell with 
registration numbers for the set 
before it is connected; and, 

—Connect the phone equip- 
ment through standard jacks 
provided by the telephone 
company. 


Latimer pointed out that 
customers who choose to 
provide their own phones will be 
responsible for the proper in- 
stallation, maintenance and 
repair of their phones. § 

He added that — althougif is 
not required under the FCC 
program — Illinois Bell 
suggests customers ‘consider 
keeping at least one Illinois Bell 
phone sp the telephone company 
continues to be responsible for 
maintaining service end-to-end 
This also assures that if 
customers remove their own 
phones for repairs, there will 
still be a working phone in the 
home, he said. 

The company filed revised 
tariffs with the Dlinois Com- 
merce Commission on Tuesday 
morning, Latimer said, Unless 
suspended for ten-month public 
hearings by the ICC, the 
changes would go into effect 
Dee. 2.° 

The tariff changes would 
increase company revenues an 
estimated $52,000 a year, less 
than a cent a customer. 

The cost changes are 
designed so customers who 
supply their own equipment 
won't be charged for services or 
equipment formerly provided 
by the telephone company, he 
said.

Aid by railroad 
in chemical leak 


He noted that NW, like other , 


The tranquilit 
afternoon shatters: with a 
screech and a crash’as a freight 
train derails on the edge of a 
community, tumbling 20 freight 
cars off the tracks. 

Nearby residents become 
alarmed *when they notice an 
unknown chemical leaking froth 
a ruptured tank car. Should 
they flee from their homes and 
shops until danger has passed? 

Fears quickly turn to calm as 
crew members of the derailed 
Norfolk and Western train 
notify local rescue personnel at 
the scene what the chemical is, 
what danger it offers, and what 
should bre done to make it 

-harmléss. They had the in- 
formation available instantly. 

This incident actually oc- 
curred, on.Oct. 10 at Pembroke, 
Va., when a westbound NW 
freight train “SB-77" derailed. 

The leaking tank car, 
Engineer, D. 0. Strawn. and 
Conductor F. O. White told 
rescue workers, contained 
phosphatic acid, a fertilizer 
ingredient. 

It could cause injury if it 
contacted bare skin or if its 
fumes were inhaled. But it could 
be neutralized with lime, the 
train crewmen said. 

Rescue workers did just that, 
and the problem was solved. 

The train crewmen knew 
what should be done with the 
leaking chemical because of a 
new program developed by 
Norfolk and Western Railway, 
designed to insure the safety of 
people and property all over the 
14-state NW system. 

The emergency response 
program was put into use Oct. 4, 
and got its first test a week later 
with the Pembroke derailment. 

“We are strongly aware of the 
need for safety in the tran- 
sportation of chemicals, and 
this program is just one of 
several ways NW is working to 
protect lives and property,” 
said Richard F. Dunlap, NW's 
senior. vice  president- 
operations.

shipments every day in many of 
its 500 daily trains. 

“Even with: an extremely 
well-maintained and well-run 
railroad like NW,* derailments 
sometimes happen,” _ Dunlap” 
said. ‘‘We do our best to prevent 
derailments, but we also must 
plan to cope with them when | 
they do occur.

The guide lists initial 
response actions necessary to 
save lives and prevent injuries. 

It identifies the nature of each 
hazardous material in the train, 
describes ground rules for first 
on-scene response by. local 
authorities and rescue workers, 
and helps to provide a safer 
shipping environment for 
hazardous material, 

Norfolk and Western is a 
pioneer in developing and using 
a computer-based emergency 
information system for train 
crews. 

The concept has been hailed 
by rail labor leaders as an idea 
that may well save lives in case 
of a serious derailment 
emergency. 


Time to prepare for 
gardening next year 


By CHRIS DOLL

The frost-tolerant crops in 
many gardens may be nurtured 
and harvested as long as the 
weather permits. But 
November is the time to wind up 
fruit and vegetable gardening 
for the year, prepare for winter, 
and plan for the next season, 

The following hints should 
make. gardening more en- 
Joyable “and profitable next 
year: t 

1, Wait to mulch strawberries 
until the plants are dormant but 
before the temperatures drop 
below 20 degrees. This is 
usually after mid-November 
but before Thanksgiving. 
Mulching will prevent winter 
injury to the plant and should 
make for cleaner berries next 
spring. 

2, Asparagus tops may be cut 
after they have been frosted or 
leave them stand all winter to 
trap the snow. 

3. Check for mouse 
populations around fruit: trees 
and plants. Their presence will 
be.noted by tunnels, holes, or 
nibbled fruit, in which case you 
will need traps, bait stations, or 
a good cat. 

4, Make provisions: for con- 
trolling mice in fruit and 
vegetable storages.’ Warfarin- 
type baits are effective as long 
as the bait is kept dry and 


available. 


5. Dig up and pot a plant of 


parsley, thives, or other herbs 
for wintertime growing in the 
sun-room or cold frame. 

6. Store pesticides in a clean, 


dry, safe place. Dry materials _ 


and powders will retain their 
effectiveness if kept dry. 
Liquids should not freeze. Keep 
storages locked to prevent any 
accidental openings. 

7. Water and mulch all fruit 
plants transplanted this fall. 
Proper care may pull the plants 
through the winter. 

8. Clean tools and equipment 
to. prevent rust and corrosion. 
Make repairs now so. that 
everything is ready for the first 
day of spring. 

9, ‘The southwest side of 
trunks of young peach, cherry, 
plum and apricot trees maybe 
painted with a quality white 
latex paint to prevent sunscald 
during the winter. The white 
latex paint should be diluted in 
half with water. Don’t use oil- 
base paints. 

10. Destroy insect and disease 
infested plant material by 
burning or burying. ‘This in- 
cludes the mummified fruits on 
or under peach and plum trees. 

11. Broken limbs or branches 
can be pruned off for costhetic 
purposes, but general pruning 
of fruit plants should be delayed 
until late winter. x 


Insulation of crawl 


space recommended.

Homeowners who have in- 
sulated the attics and walls of 
their homes need to look below 
the floors next, says Donald 
Jedele, University of Illinois 
Extension housing specialist. 
Heat can move through floors 
and out the foundation walls of a 
crawl space. 

Most crawl spaces have 
heating ducts and water pipes 
below the floor joists. If in- 
sulation is put between the floor 
joists, the heating ducts and 
water: pipes should also be 
‘wrapped with insulation. 

But it is cheaper, easier and 
just as effective to insulate the 
walls of the crawl space and 
keep the entire ‘crawl space 
‘warm, says Jedele. 

Before crawl space walls aré. 
insulated, potential problems 
must be eliminated. Some crawl 
spaces have standing water in 
them at times. Jedele recom-
